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PREFACE: 


The trying winter of 1777-8 passed without any attempt on the part 
of Howe to molest the army, weakened by sickness and desertion, in 
cantonments at Valley Forge. In March, Count Pulaski, a distinguished 
Polish officer who had offered his services to the patriotic cause and 
been appointed brigadier general, undertook the formation of an 
independent corps of horse and foot, known as Pulaski’s Legion, or 
“the Maryland Legion” (p. 341). He established his headquarters in 
Baltimore, and the Legion was made part of the Maryland contingent 
in the Continental service. 

During this winter a treaty of alliance had been concluded between 
the United States and France, and in the spring a French fleet under 
Count d’Estaing arrived to codperate with the Americans, bringing 
with them an ambassador, Alexander Gérard, accredited to the States. 

On June 27, Sir Henry Clinton, who had succeeded Howe, evacuated 
Philadelphia, and moving towards New York was met by the Americans 
at Monmouth Court House, New Jersey. In the engagement which 
followed, the misconduct of Major General Charles Lee threw the 
American forces into confusion, and a great disaster was averted only 
by the prompt action of Washington, who ordered Ramsay and his 
Marylanders to check the British advance until he could re-form his line. 
‘When order was restored, the enemy were driven from the field, but 
the victory cost the life of the gallant Ramsay. 

American affairs were still in a very critical state. Much apathy pre- 
vailed among the people, who cherished the delusion that the war was 
nearly over; a feeling largely due to hand-bills which Howe had circu- 
lated containing drafts of Acts of Parliament, making certain concessions 
which it was hoped would allay all discontents (p. 43). The public 
finances were in a frightful state owing to the repeated issues of paper 
with no provision for its redemption. Asa natural consequence this 
currency almost lost its purchasing power. In April, 1779, we find the 
Council offering twenty pounds a hundred for flour. Discontent was 
rife in the army, and Congress was paralysed by factions. But the 
Governor and Council of Maryland were indefatigable in their exertions 
to fill up the quota of the State and provide for the wants of the 
soldiers, and the pages of this volume show their ceaseless activity. 


Vill Preface. 


Fortunately the State had but little trouble within her own borders. 
There were some small depredations by the British in the lower 
counties, and some disturbances by Tories in Worcester, Somerset, 
Queen Anne’s and Kent; but these, as well as a mutinous rising in 
Delaware, threatening the Stores at Charles Town, were easily dealt 
with. This exemption gave Maryland the opportunity of raising large 
supplies of bread-stuffs and provisions for the Continental army and for 
shipment to the West Indies. Readers of these pages who find somuch 
more space devoted to purchases of flour, pork, bacon, osnaburgs, 
denims, powder and lead, than to accounts of military operations, should 
remember that it was in this way, quite as much as in the field, that 
independence was won. 

Clinton, profiting by Howe’s example, avoided pitched battles, and 
undertook, an expedition, under Gen. Prevost and Col. Campbell, to 
invade the southern States. Savannah fell in December 1778, and all 
Georgia was soon reduced. Descents—mere plundering forays—were 
made on the Bay shores of Virginia, and fears arising that Baltimore 
would be the next point of attack, measures were taken to put that city 
in a state of defence. The enemy, however, made no attempt, but 
returned with their plunder to New York. 

The year 1779 was distinguished by the brilliant storming of Stony 
Point by Gen. Wayne on July 15, followed by the capture of the garrison 
at Paulus Hook, on the roth, in both which actions the Marylanders took 
part. 

On October 9, the gallant Pulaski fell in an unsuccessful attempt to 
retake Savannah by a combined force of French and Americans.

If that should 
be the Case and our Friends are left under Apprehension of 
suffering instantly all the Cruelties which brutal Rage can 
inflict and the Enemies of their Country fear nothing but a slow 
Prosecution for the atrocious Villanies, entertaining at the same 
Time the Hope that their Guilt may be shielded by the Forms 
incident to the Proceedings of Courts, Mens Minds will be 
influenced by the immediate Evil and the Consequent Influence 
will probably extend much tothe Prejudice of the State.

Military Stores and Cloathing on the Credit and for the Use of 
this State. If you can get the Loan of Money on a tolerable 
Interest, it seems to us, much more eligible that you should 
do so than to obtain a Credit for the Things themselves, as 
you may, as having Cash in Hand, command the Articles 
of the best Quality and on the cheapest Terms, but a Credit 
either Way for these Necessaries, is very desirable. We are 
advised the Cloathing had better be of the same Cloth worn 
by the King of Frances Soldiers, the Uniform may be varied 
a little from theirs, as your Fancy may direct. By all means 
have the Musquets good, as near one size’d Bore as may be 
and the Bayonets long: Experience shews how essential it is 
to attend to these Circumstances. We have added to the 
Articles mentioned in the Revolution 20 Tons of Lead which 
will be wanted equally as the other Things. If you should 
be fortunate enough to have it in your Power, the sooner you 
get the Things shipped, the better let it be done in good 
sailing Vessels which can come into our Inlets, divide them 
into several Bottoms, observing to send a Proportion of each 
Article in each Vessel, so that a Loss or two may not totally 
disappoint us. If Insurance is to be had, insure the whole, 
and reship in Case you are ascertained of a Loss. We shall 
expect the earliest Advices possible of your Receipt of this 
and of the Prospect you may have of succeeding or not.

Gentlemen 

We inclose you a Copy of the Resolution of the General 
Assembly, of the fourth Instant, to apply to Congress for Arms 
and Field Pieces and Accoutriments. We believe M* Chase’s 
mentioning that Congress was in Possession of a considerable 
Number, occasioned the Resolution. Do us the Favor to 
move this Matter and acquaint us with the Result. If the 
Arms are to be had, as they are distant from us, your Advice 
as to the Conveyance of them, will be very acceptable. We 
have no Doubt but that we shall obtain the Arms, if it is 
remembered that this State sent in 1776, with its Battalion 
and Independent Companies about 1400 very good Arms, 
not one of which was ever returned to the State. With the 
Flying Camp the same year full 3000, not generally so good, 
of which upwards of 2200 were left in Philadelphia by Order 
of the Congress and of the Rest very few came back to Mary- 
land and that last Fall the Loss of Arms by the Militia was 
very considerable, not less, we judge, than 1000, of all which 
the Congress has never paid us but about 1100. Has Con- 
gress any blankets? If there are any, we suppose, they are 
for the use of the Troops, and no State can have a better 
Claim to them; we have, you know, stripped our Beds twice 
and, by Order of Congress, our Flying Camp left upwards of 
1100 in Philad* Do, if possible, get an Order for 2000, or, 
if they can be spared more: it is impossible to supply our 
Recruits within ourselves. The Officers are frequently calling 
on us for recruiting Money, we have drawn out the 10000 
Dollars, to about 250. M* Henry mentioned that more Money 
might be had for that Service, pray remit us, our Recruiting 
goes on now, something better than it did

We are sorry that it is not in our Power to furnish the 
Soldiers with Blankets and every other Species of Cloathing 
more to the Satisfaction of their Officers. The Blanketts are 
very small and so is their Number, and if Col? Gist and Col? 
Smith will not receive them at the Rate of one for each Man, 
we would not have them delivered out otherwise, but shall 
send them to the Camp, for we cannot, by any Means, con- 
sent that Part of the Men shall have two Blankets and others 149 
of them not one. It was very generall the Opinion here, that 
the Shalloon sent you, would make very good Coatees, and 
would doubtless, be much more serviceable than you imagine: 
however, if you have an Opportunity of exchanging it for 
Linen on fair and equal Terms, for any Kind that will make 
Shirts, Overalls or Coatees, it willbe very agreeabie to us, and 
if you can exchange a greater Quantity, we will send up the 
rest of the Shalloon we have by us. Some of the Matrosses 
here, had oznabrigs Coatees last Summer, in Stead of Hunt- 
ing Shirts, they were better pleased and looked better with 
them: this has induced us to design the Linen should be made 
up in that Manner in Preference of Hunting Shirts. We have 
enquired into the Cost of Tin and find the prime Cost in 
London used to be, for double 84 and for single 4° p* Sheet. 
3/. seems to bear but a small Proportion to the commen 
advance; if it could be exchanged for Lead or Linen, with any 
Regard to the old Prices, it would be by much the most desir- 
able, if not, 6/. for the double and 3/. for the single we think, 
little enough, as the Price of imported Goods in general is.

Invoice. Our Purchase of Goods is not near so considerable 
as Doctor Wallace perhaps imagined, we yet want a great 
Deal, epecially of Linen. Any Thing which is useful for our 
Troops and that General Smallwood can command belonging 
to the Continent we hope and expect he will. Our Endeavours 
to cloath our own Troops does not, we suppose, shut them 
entirely out from the Continental Provision and we have no 
Doubt, but that many of the Regiments are principally, if not 
wholly, supplied from the Continental Stores, of which this 
State will, doubtless be charged with a Proportion. The Price 
of the Goods you may receive under General Smallwoods 
Orders, is not so very material; you will give Credit for such 
and on Delivery out, charge the Continent again with the same 
Price, with the actual Expences of making added. We ex- 
pected you had received some ready made Cloathing of M* 
Forman, from Kent, but from his Letter, it seems it is chiefly 
delivered to Recruits. We are much in Gen! Smallwood’s 
Sentiments, as to the Propriety of getting a Plenty of Overalls 
for the Soldiers, but the Linen for them and for Shirts, will be 
greatly deficient. We are very desirous too of having Linen 
Coatees in Stead of Hunting Shirts, Oznabrigs, we think, 
would make good Overalls & Coatees We are not able 
immediately to furnish Money; but if you can purchase any 
Quantity of Linen and especially Oznabrigs at the Prices you 
mention do so, on Credit if you can, and you shall very soon 
have the Money, or if you cannot get it on Credit, advise us, 
if the Quantity is considerable by Express, if there’s no good 
Opportunity and the Money shall, some how or other, be 
raked up. You mention the Prices as necessary, that the 
Soldiers may have their Pay deducted, in Case they sell their 
Cloathing, but this will, in our Circumstances, by no Means 
do, and enough must be taken from the Pay to replace the 
Cloathing, so made away with, else we shall never have half 
the Men cloathed.

General Howe has sent out of-Philadelphia a Cart loaded 
with Hand-Bills expressing to be A Draught of a Bill to 
declare the Intentions of Parliament, concerning the Exercise 
of the Rights of imposing Taxes, within the Colonies 

And be it Enacted & declared, That the King and Parlia- 
ment, after the Passing the Act, will not impose any Duty Tax 
or assessment whatsoever, payable within any of the Colonies, 
except only such Duties, as it may be expedient to impose for 
the Regulation of Commerce: the net produce of such Duties 
to be paid and applied to the use of the Colony, in which 
levied, in such manner, as other Duties collected by the 
Authority of the general Courts or Assemblys of such Colony, 
are ordinarily paid & applied. 


A Draught of a Bill to enable his Majesty to appoint Com- 
missioners to treat, consult and agree upon Means of quieting 
Disorders in the Colonies. 

And be it enacted &c. That——Persons, to be appointed by 
his Majesty, shall have Power to treat, consult and agree, with 
such Body or Bodies political & corporate, or with such 
assembly, or assemblies of Men, or with such Person or Per- 
sons, as they shall think meet, of & concerning any Grievances 
or Complaints, existing or supposed to exist, in the Govern- 
ment of any of the Colonies, or in the Laws and Statutes of 
this Realm, respecting the same, and of or concerning any aid 
or Contribution to be furnished, by all or any of the Colonies 
respectively, for the common Defence of the Realm, and the 
Dominions thereunto belonging, and of & concerning such 
other Regulations, provisions, matters & things, as, upon 
mature Deliberation of the Commrs or any of them, shall 
be thought necessary or convenient for the Honor of his 
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Original Majesty, and the common Good of all his Subjects: Provided 
that no Regulation, provision, matter or thing, so proposed, 
treated, consulted or agreed shall have any other force or 
Effect or be carried further into Execution, than is mentioned 
in this Act, until approved by Parliament. 

Provided also that the Commrs or any of them may 
order & proclaim a Cessation of Hostilities, on the part of his 
Majestys Troops, in any of the Colonies, for any Time, & under 
‘any Conditions or Restrictions, they shall think convenient, 
and such order & proclamation may revoke & annul, accord- 
ing to their Discretion. 

And be it Enacted That the Commrs or any of them, may 
by proclamation suspend the operation & effects of the Act of 
Parliament, of the 16" year of his Majesty “ for prohibiting all 
Trade & Intercourse,” or of any of the provisions or Restric- 
tions therein contained, for such convenient Time, as they 
think proper. 

And be it Enacted That the Commrs &c. shall have Power 
to suspend, in such place, & for such Times, as they may think 
fit, during the Continuance of this act, the operation & Effect 
of all or any of the Act or Acts of Parliament, which have 
passed, since 10 February 1763, & which relate to any of the 
Colonies, so far as the same does relate to them. 

And be it Enacted That the Commrs &c. shall have Power 
to grant a Pardon or Pardons to any number or Description of 
Persons, within any of the Colonies, & to appoint a Governor 
in any Colony, with such powers as heretofore granted by his

Two opinions prevail here. Some that this insidious Silence 
originated in Philadelphia, others the far greater number 
believe it came from the Ministry. the manifest Intention is 
to amuse us with a Prospect of Peace & to relax our Reserva- 
tions. I hope my Countrymen will have too much good sense 
to be deceived. I think it would be adviseable immediately 
to publish this Attempt, but I hope it will be attended with 
some Remarks to expose its Design, & remove the baneful 
Effects it may have on the credulous & weak among the 
People. Mr’ Paca has Leisure—it ought not to be attempted 
to be suppressed. 

Captain Nicholson informs, that a Number of Recruits are 
enlisted for the Enemy in Worcester and Somt Counties, 90 
came to the fleet, when he was on board. it is reported the 
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disaffected in Queen Anns County have rose, & Congress Original 
were yesterday acquainted with an Insurrection in Sussex 
County. the Malignants are assembling in Arms at Jordans 
Island. You will be applied to by Congress to order 300 of 

your Militia, with two field Pieces, & 28 Artillerists, to march 

there. 

The Randolph Frigate is said to be lost. She engaged a 
50 Gun ship for an Hour, and both sides drawing off to repair 
their Damage, she by accident blew up, and every soul on 
board perished. The proposed Cartel is broke off, our 
Commirs had full Powers, & their Act would have bound the 
public faith, Howes Commrs had not full Powers, & could 
only engage his private Faith, and that too only during his 
Command. The Exchange on Parole will continue. 

No other Part of my last was to have been private, but Gov" 
Lee’s name. I am inclined to think Baltimore fort remains in 
the same defenceless State as I mentioned to the Assembly 
a year ago—there is a great Mistake in my Letter about 
the Quantity of Continental Arms. I meant to say Congress 
had fifteen thousand Arms, & above two hundred field pieces. 
I suppose I folded the Letter before it was dry, & that Cir- 
cumstance added to the naughts I will seise the first favorable 
Opportunity to apply to Congress for some Mony, but our 
Demands to pay & buy provisions are very pressing.

Dear Sir. 

I have procured the inclosed paper with some difficulty. 
When you have read it, if the Assembly should be sitting, I 
wish you would send it to the Speaker. Different opinions 
prevail here with regard to the Authenticity of it. For my 
own part I have no doubt, from what I have lately seen in the 
English papers, but these two Bills before this time, are en- 
acted into Laws. I dread the impressions it will make upon 
the minds of many of our people. If it should, and I have no 
doubt of it, make its appearance in the form of a Law, it will 
prove more dangerous to our cause than ten thousand of their 
best Troops. It will in a Day or two be under the considera- 
tion of Congress, 

The Cartell for the General Exchange of prisoners is at an 
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Original End. Upon our commissioners examining the powers of the 


Commissioners on the part of Gen! Howe, they discovered he 
meant the treaty to be of a personal nature, founded on the 
mutual Confidence and Honor of the contracting Generals, 
and had no Intention of binding the nation, or of extending 
the Cartel beyond the limits and Duration of his own Com- 
mand. They declared themselves ready to treat with us on 
this footing, with their present powers which they deemed ad- 
equate to the purposes of their meeting. Upon this point the 
treaty broke off. I lament the situation of our prisoners, and. 
must approve of the Conduct of our Commissioners. A Cartel 
upon so narrow a foundation as the personal Honor of Gen! 
Howe would be of little use to us and of short duration; liable 
at any time to be set aside by a subsequent Commander or 
by the British King without a breach of honor. This conduct 
will teach us a lesson respecting Gen' Burgoyne and his Army. 

I make no doubt you have heard of the insurrection in the 
Delaware State. By a Letter from a M* Patterson we are 
informed that a considerable number of the disaffected have 
assembled at a place near the head of Chester River—They 
are exerting themselves to add to their number and those_ 
who will not join them, they deprive of their Arms and 
Ammunition It is said here they have British officers 
among them and expect to be reenforced from Philadelphia. 
This matter is viewed here as very desirous by some. M!” 
Carrol gives his Compliments to you and desires me to 
acquaint you that there is a considerable quantity of provision 
at Charles Town at the Head of our Bay which appears to be 
in a dangerous situation.

If Lord 
North’s speech is genuine, (and I think we have no reason to 
suspect it to be otherwise) we may fairly conclude that the 
Administration begin to see the impracticability of reducing 
these States, or of retaining them, when reduced, in such a 
state of subordination as to be useful to G. B The heavy & 
encreasing expence of the war, a Jealousy of France & Spain, 
perhaps the appearances of an approaching rupture in 
Germany about to be occasioned by the death of the Elector 
of Bavaria, the actual commencement of hostilities between 
Russia & the Porte have forced the british Ministry on this 
measure: However I am satisfied they will try the arts of 
negotiation first, in order to divide us, if possible, and will 
hazard another campaign before they acknowlege the Inde- 
pendence of these States: to withstand their hostile efforts 
this campaign. wh I am convinced will be vigerous and to 
counteract their insidious profers of reconciliation, it will be 
absolutely necessary to have a very respectable force in the 
field this year; and if a right & dexterous use is made of the 
minister’s speech, it will probably much promote the recruiting 
service among us. Ina word, if we guard ag* their insidious 
offers on the one hand, and can resist their warlike efforts on 
the other, during the ensuing campaign, I have not the least 
doubt but that they will acknowledge our Independency next 
winter, or Spring, particularly if no alliance between these 
States or any other European power be concluded on in the 
interim

A few have lately arrived in the Eastern States 
The Board of War have promised me our Troops shall have 
their proportion of them. Every step is taken to procuie 
Arms, and I hope as the troops come forward the Board of 
War will be able to supply them. The Arms of the State I 
would keep. not one of them should, if I could prevent it, 
come out of the State, but upon the most urgent necessity. 
I have just left the Board of War, and they are desirous and 
willing, that you should have the goods now at Cambridge 
made up in Baltimore. And if you will be kind enough to 
write particularly what you want, they will immediately 
authorise you to take such Articles and to distribute them 
among Maryland Troops 

You will receive by an Express which left this place to Day 
Lord North Speech, the two Bills which occasioned it and 
the strictures of Congress upon them. They were drawn up in 
haste, but I trust they will be sufficient to shew the wickedness 
of the Ministry.

Yorktown Sunday morning 
My Dear Sir May 3° 1778 
On Yesterday afternoon arrived here from France, M’* 
Simeca Dean (Brother to the Commissioner,) with Dispatches 
to Congress from our Commissioners to the 28. February 
On the 6 of February two Treaties were concluded and 
signed by Mons’ Joveard Plenepotentiary appointed by his 
most Christian Majesty on the 30" January preceding for that 
purpose, and by our Commissioners, B Franklin, S Deane, & 
A Lee Esq’ the first is a Treaty of Amity & Commerce on the 
plan proposed by Congress and almost in the words of it. 
The second is a Treaty of Alliance of Amity and Commerce. I 
cannot better inform you of the substance of these Treaties 
than in the words of the Commissioners. “If England de- 
clares War against France, or occasions a War by attempts 
to hinder her Commerce, we shall then make a common Cause 
of it & join our Forces and our Councils,’ the grand aim of the 
Treaty is declared to be ‘‘establish the Liberty, Sovereignty 
and Independency, absolute and unlimited of the United 
States, as well in matters of Government as Commerce’”’ and 
this is guaranteed to us by France together with all the 
Countries we possess or shall possess, at the conclusion of the 
War; in return for which the States Guarantee to France all 
its possessions in America. We have found the greatest 
cordiality in this Court, and that no advantage has been taken 
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of our present difficulties to obtain hard terms from us, but Copy 
such has been the Kings Magnanimity & Goodness, that he 
has proposed none which we might not readily have agreed 
to in a state of full prosperity and establish’d power. The 
Principal laid down as the basis of the Treaty being as de- 
clared in the preamble “the most perfect Equality Reciprocity 
the privileges in Trade &c. are mutual & none are given to 
France but what we are at liberty to grant to any other 
Nation” By the second Treaty France has renounced forever 
possession to any part of the Continent lately or now in the 
possession of Great Britain, or acceded to her by the Treaty 
of Paris & to the Island of Bermuda. 

The account of General Burgoines defeat was received in 
paris the beginning of Decem* our Commissioners immedi- 
ately pressed for the Conclusion of the Treaty, and a Council 
was Called the 12" in which it was decided to acknowledge 
and support our Independency. 

Our Commissioners are of opinion ‘‘That the Treaty with 
France will certainly be followed by the whole house of Bour- 
bon, and probably by Holland The preparations for War 
Continue daily, & France is determined to protect her Com- 
merce with you”” The King of Prussia is weil disposed to- 
wards you & on application prevented the Hesse & Hanau 
Troops from passing thro’ his Dominions & now waits the 
Measures of France. . 

Very considerable supplies sailed from France in February 
under Convoy, and may be hourly expected. M' Carmichael 
is on board. : 

I do most cordially and sincerely congratulate you on this 
most important Intelligence America has now taken her rank 
among the Nations & has it in her power to secure her 
Liberty & Independence. let us be grateful to our God for 
this singular unmerited mark of his favour & protection and 
continue to exert every means in our power to support the 
war, this can only be effectually done by speedy and liberal 
Loans of money to the Continent and a respectable Army. 
Congress some time past recommended that subscriptions 
should be opened in each County.

Sir. 

Your Excellency’s Letter was delivered to me in the Absence 
of the Governor and Council. In Answer to which, I am to 
observe, that no particular Provision has been made by our 
Assembly for recruiting the German Battalion, further than a 
general Licence to raise Men in the different Parts of this 
State. The Inconveniencies that had been experienced by 
inlisting the Inhabitants to serve in the Regiments of other 
States induced the Legislature, some Time since to prohibit 
the Practice under a heavy Penalty. The Resolve of Congress 
has occasioned a partial Repeal of this Prohibition, and accord- 
ingly the following Clause was inserted the last Session of 
Assembly in the Act to procure Troops for the American 
Army, by Virtue of which, Levies for this Battalion are now 
excepted. And be it enacted that it shall and may be lawful for 
the Officers or recruiting Sergeants of the German Battalion 
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to recruit what Men may be wanting to fill up the same, within c. c. 
the Limits of this State, without any special Licence from the 
Governor & Council for so doing, any Law to the contrary 
notwithstanding. I have only to add that it is not in my Power 

to communicate any particular Instructions for assisting the 
Officers in this Service farther than to recommend their 
Attendance in the back Counties, where the greatest Numbers:

By a person from N York who was a prisoner I am informed, 
that the report there was, that between 6 & 7000 Troops were 
embarked, he sailed in company with them from N York to

board and that the Fleet was very full of men that their des- 
tination was a secret, the officers appeared anxious to know 
—that their Conjectures were various about it. Some talked 
of Georgia—some of Maryland, and others of Rhode Island. 

From these several Accounts and the particularity with 
which they are related, there can be no doubt but that a body 
of Troops have embarked and Sailed. What their number is 
cannot be ascertained, but were [it] according to the lowest esti- 
mate, which from a consideration of the Fleet & many other 
circumstances I should suppose to be as high as it possibly 
can be, and to exceed their real account, it is formidable. I 
wish the W Ind* may be their object, but from their having 
Horse & other considerations, it is to be feared their opera- 
tions will be on our Southern Continent.

Philadel? May 11" 1779. 
Sir 

We should have sent by Co' Hyde a larger Sum than five: 
hundred Thousand Dollars had not the Demands on the 
Treasury been so pressing and of such a nature as to render 
it impossible. We have now a Warrant for the further Sum 
of eight hundred Thousand Dollars, the greater part of which 
if not the whole, we expect to send forward to you in the 
course of this week. This supply we hope will enable your 
Excellency to prosecute with success, the purchase of above 
& for the Army. 

General Washington at this time stands in need of 
heavy Cannon, for the further Defence of the North River 
and the necessity of being immediately supplied with at least 
five pieces, has induced Congress to apply to our State, for 
such Cannon as can be spared either on Loan or purchase, at 
the Election of the General Assembly. Under the circum- 
stances of this case, and knowing the necessity, we cannot 
suppose the General Assembly (if you have not power already) 
can have any objection against granting the request of Con- 
gress. If you should lend the Cannon, M' Hughes who has 
now contracted with Congress for a considerable number, will 
be directed to send to Annapolis or such place as you may 
direct, the like number and weight of metal, with those that 
shall be lent by the state. 

Your letter of the 30 Ap! does not clearly express in what 
way the Emissions of May and Ap! came into the State Treas- 
uries. If by Taxes for the Continent, there can be no doubt 
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but you may send, as soon as it is convenient, the several Origina 
sums in those Bills to the Continental Treasury; for the Re- 
solves of Congress are express that they shall be received for 
Debts and Taxes into the continental Treasury and into the 
State Treasury for continental Taxes untill the first of June. 
If they came in on any other ground than for a continental 
Tax, (altho not strictly within the Resolves of Congress) yet 
we think the State may, and we are of opinion you ought or it 
will be advantageous to the State, to consider them as brought 
in, in that light; and when the continental Tax is actually 
raised you may then reimburse the State Treasuries. Con- 
gress as they have no Authority, so they never will inquire 
into the manner by which the State has raised her quota. If 
however the Emissions alluded to above, were not expressly 
levied for Continental Taxes, and you do not, as we conceive 
you may, consider them in that light, no way is open but to 
throw them into the Loan office, either on Loan or to be ex- 
changed, the former of these alternatives we do not approve 
of and the latter will deprive the State of the use of the money 
for some time. 

M: Harwood’s power as a continental Loan officer extends 
no further than to receive these Emissions either on loan or to 
be exchanged, we therefore think he did right in not receiving 
them in the way you proposed to him. 

Enclosed you have Extract of Letters from the General. 
they were received yesterday and will be sent by the president 
to you, but least his Copy should miscarry, we have thought it 
proper to send you the one enclosed—their Destination is not 
known. ‘To rescue the Troops of Burgoyne may possibly be 
part of their object, tho’ the prevailing opinion is, that their 
main design is farther South.

This by the Molly Capt Deshon. Cap‘ Conway’s declining to 
go again in this Vessel and her Distance from us, put us under 
Difficulties and has occasioned great Delay.

The Difficulty and great 
Expence of procuring Cargoes at the Inlets makes it desirable 
these Vessels should come into the Bay, and we have Expect- 
ations if, as probable, there sMould be a French War the 
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Danger will not be so great as now or lately, wherefore we 
wish you to give Orders for them to return into the Bay with 
a Discretion in the Captain to vary his Port and attempt the 
Inlets, if Circumstances should make it expedient. We wish 
to have both the Vessels well ballasted at least, with Salt.

were from Sussex and crossed over to Annimessex. Before 
the Recruits had left the Islands we received Information of 
what was going forward and immediately gave Orders to 
our Militia below and Notice by Letter to Col? Simpson that 
every Effort might be made to stop them, but their Flight on 
Board was too quick, nor indeed was it well in the Power of 
the Militia, for Want of armed Vessels, to have prevented 
their going off, if our Information had been earlier. There is 
a perfect Coincidence of Governor Henry’s Sentiments and 
ours, as to the Utility and Necessity of Manning our Gallies; 
our Endeavours have been without any great Effect and, we 
believe, his have not been very successful. We have hoped for 
Assistance from the Resolve of Congress, but not a Man has 
come that we know of: if we could Man our Gallies, they 
would cut off, or greatly obstruct the Intercourse between the 
Enemy* Ships and the Disaffected in this State and Virginia, 
prevent or punish the Depredations committed by the Tories 
on the Bay Craft and facilitate the Transportation of the Stores 
for the Army.

Sir, 

The Board have been favored with yours of the 29 Ulto 
& are concerned at the Information contained in it concerning 
the disarmed State of the Maryland Troops. We can how- 
ever hardly credit the Report of so many being destitute of 
Arms, because if this was the case we should have heard of 
it before. But how to have remedied the Complaint we 
should have been at a Loss to determine as our Stock of Arms, 
as it ever has been at the opening of every Campaign, is 
lamentably low. No Importations of Consequence have been 
made tho’ we had Reason to expect large Arrivals which the 
numerous Captures by the Enemy have prevented. We have 
not been able to repair the Wrecks of the last Campaign in 
the Article of Arms altho every Effort has been made. Of 
Course there are Numbers in Camp without Arms as we are 
informed, but not in so great Proportions by any Means to the 
Numbers of their respective Divisions as those of General 
Smalwoods. if your Information is received from Persons 
acquainted with the Fact. The Board approve of your Excel- 
lency’s ordering the 15 chests of Arms to General Smallwood; 
but hope no Jealousy will arise there from among the Officers 
at Camp commanding Men equally destitute of Arms, There 
were 700 Hands on the Eastern Shore. Those in the 15 
Chests amount to no more according to our Calculation 
than 375. We thank you for your Exertions in ordering 
the Stores forward & hope for a Continuance of your 
Attention to the Stores Tents &c yet behind. The Resi- 
due of the Arms & Tents should be sent to Camp to be 
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distributed among the Army in general to prevent Jealousies. 
We are extremely sorry to trouble you with Matters which 
ought to be attended to by the proper Officers. But the 
Necessity of the Case must be our Excuse & your Weight is 
requisite to oblige the Officers to do their Duty as Matters are 
circumstanced. As to Provisions our uneasiness is by no 
Means quieted on that Score. The supplies from the South- 
ward are slow & in Quantity purchased by no Means equal to 
our Expectations. Congress being informed that the salted 
Provisions in Maryland & Virginia were spoiling from Want 
of Care directed the Board to appoint a proper Person to go 
to the Southward to examine into the Matter & repack such 
as should want it, have it coopered & fitted for Transportation 
& forward the whole with all Expedition. Col Aylett writes 
us he intends to take Advantage of the Bay being cleared & 
Col Hollingsworth having sent to his Address a Number of 
Craft from Elk, the Board too having authorized Col Joseph 
Copperthwaite to execute the Resolution of Congress we 
hope any other Person’s Assistance will be unnecessary. Yet as 
we do not know how long the Bay may be clear if your Excel- 
lency sees any Neglect in the Business the Board will ratify 
any thing you think proper to order on the Occasion. The 
Head of Elk is not perfectly safe while the Enemy remain in 
Philadelphia therefore too many Articles should not be col- 
lected there at present. Charlestown is fixed on as a safer 
Place & it will be best that in future they should go there. 
One half of General Smalwood’s Division is posted at the 
Brandywine at Chad’s Ford to cover the Stores & Provisions 
& the other has joined the Main Army as you are no Doubt 
informed.

Yesterday the Governor received your Letter of the twelfth, 
covering the Resolution of Congress of the eleventh Instant. 
We are sorry that Congress should esteem any such Resolu- 
tion necessary ; the End would have been fully answered by 
communicating the Information received ; the Person who gave 
that Information to Congress, could not have the least Reason 
to imagine that the same Information to us, would not, without 
the Intervention of Congress, have been properly attended to, 
nor could he but suppose that the sooner we were apprized of 
an Infraction upon the Embargo, the greater the Probability 
would be of the Offenders suffering due Punishment. As soon 
as we had any Intimation that a Breach of our Act was com- 
mitted, vigorous Measures were taken, many outward bound 
Vessels were strictly searched, in one of them 32 Barrels of 
indifferent Flour, more than we judged necessary was dis- 
covered, she is an armed Vessel of considerable Force, is owned 
by Gent of So. Carolina & St Eustatia, she was ordered to load 
with Tobacco, the Owners & Consignee, we are satisfied, were 
entirely innocent and the Cap‘ did not appear to us to be 
blameable further than for not having an Eye strict enough on 
his Sailors who, we believe, stowed it in the Vessel without his 
Knowlege, for their own Ventures; we therefore thought Proper 
to remit the Forfeiture of the Vessel, on the thirty two Barrels 
of Flour being given up. From the Searches which have been 
made under our Orders and this being the only Instance of 
an Excess worth any Notice, we are induced to conclude that 
the Practice of eluding the Prohibition has not been so com- 
mon as was represented to us and, we suppose, to Congress.

By the last post, we received the Resolution of Congress, of 
the 2° Instant, for giving Permission to the Eastern States to 
export Grain & from hence to their own States; in Conse- 
quence of it, several Permissions are already granted: We do 
not know the Reason wherefore the Exportation is entirely con- 
fined to the Eastern Bottoms, and should be glad the Congress 
would revise the Resolution and permit our own People, if 
they please to export to the Eastern States, on the like Securi- 
ties for landing their Cargoes. We cannot imagine that the 
Assembly will approve the Carriage of our Produce being 
exclusively thrown into the Hands of the Inhabitants of any of 
the other States : we wish a Continuance of the Embargo, and 
the detestable Practices of the Ingrossers, have made it the 
more necessary, indeed it is to be hoped that the Assembly 
will interfere to make them part from the Grain and Flour 
they have got into their Hands, for the use of the Army and 
our own Inhabitants. We yesterday received a Letter from 
the President with the Resolution of the eleventh from whence 
it may be inferred, Congress have had an exaggerated Ac- 
count of Infractions upon the Embargo and, what cannot 
but be mortifying, coming to any Resolution on the Subject, 
looks as if Congress thought it necessary, not only to inform 


the Executive of the Fact, but to spur us to our Duty, than 


which, nothing can be more wanting in Truth. Immediately 
on its being said that Flour was shipping at Baltimore, every 
Step was taken which could be thought of to detect, punish 
and prevent, but, possibly, the Informer, we do not know who 
he is, might not so much care for any good Effect following 
from his Information, as to raise a Cry against Maryland; we 
have had many such Whigs in this State and the Neighbour- 
hood of it. We are sorry to be informed, as we have been 
lately, by Letters from some of the Maryland Officers, that 
they have not been able to get Cloaths or Blanketts from the 
Continental Stores; it is high Time that those who were clad 
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here in Linen had cloth and that they all had Blanketts. We c.c. 
yesterday purchased two hundred Blanketts and have about P- 199 
four hundred suits of Cloaths nearly made up, which we shall 
send to the Maryland Troops, unless you can get them imme- 
diately furnished and shall purchase, at any Time what further 

may be necessary, for Policy and Humanity bid us not to rely 
longer on the Cloathier General, and we shall charge the Cost, 

let it be what it will, to the Continent.

I had the Honor of writing to you yesterday in the morning. 
Since that Time the following Intelligence rec’ from Lord 
Sterling has changed the opinions of most Gentlemen with 
respect to the immediate operations of the Enemy. 

“A certain Capt Clure who was taken sometime since by 
the Enemy in a merchant Ship, came out of New York yester- 
day, and gave me more particular Intelligence then I have 
been able to procure. He says that two hundred and fifty sail 
of Transport are prepared for the reception of Troops. The 
Embarcation isin part begun. All the heavy Iron Cannon 
from the Batteries are shiped. Sixteen Sail of the Line to go 
on what they call the grand Expedition. 

I have this moment received the report of the Officer I have 
fixed at Amboy to watch the motions of the Enemy. He says 
Oct. the 16" twelve ships fell down to Sandy Hook. Oct. the 
17 early in the morning about one hundred Sail of Ships of 
War and Transports fell down to the Hook. Their grand 
movement is on the point of taking place, and I hope to be 
able to morrow to know their Destination.” 

There is in the Secretary’s office twenty copies of the first 
and second Volumes of the proceedings of Congress; If it is 
agreeable to the Assembly, I will have them packed up and 
sent by way of Cristeen to Annapolis. 

The Flag that was coming to this City with the Manifesto 
and proclamation from the Commissioners is cast away on the 
Jersey shore. Two officers and ten more were saved. They 
had three pickets which were lossed. If the General Assem- 
bly is now sitting you will be pleased to communicate this 
intelligence to them. I wrote to the Speaker yesterday and 
gave him the news of the Day which was not as perfect as the 
present, which I believe may be depended on.

Abraham Whiltbank of Lewistown Pilot, says— 

That in consequence of an application from the Refugees 
on New York, Long Island and Staten Island to have Arms 
put into their hands, an Association Paper was opened at each 
of those places which 700 Persons had signed when he left 
New York on the 8 Oct’ and it was expected they could 
procure 3000, as they were confident that a sufficient number 
would associate in a very short time to enable them to compel 
the rest who might have objections. 

They propose 

To land somewhere to the Southward (Fenwicks’ Island had 
been mentioned but I think from the beating of the surf they 
will be obliged to go more southerly) from whence they are 
to proceed up the Eastern shore, and so thro’ the Countries of 
Newcastle Kent and Sussex on Delaware where they expect 
to be joined by a very considerable number of the inhabitants. 
If they should not be able to make a Land, the ships will be 
ready to take them off again. One of their principal objects 
in this expedition is to get possession of property as a repara- 
tion for the losses they have suffered by their attachment to 
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the cause of Britain. They likewise talked of landing at Copy. 
another place called Musk Melon near Cape Henlopen. They 
are to have the priviledge of choosing their own officers, and 
to be provided with Arms and Accoutrements and a sufficient 
quantity of Provision to last them until they get through the 
British Lines, afterwards they are to shift for themselves, and 
be no farther charge to the British Government. Some of 
them were afraid that General Clinton would take advantage 
of their signing this Association by keeping them as a Garrison 
for New York &c. but they hoped they would be permitted to 
go upon this their favorite Expedition, they being so well ac- 
quainted with that part of the Country. 

The above was a public proposal made on the Commons 
by a person not dress’d like an Officer. I remarked that he 
squinted.

at that time point out any other mode of Applying it, but since 
I have rec* his instructions to apply it to the Payment of the 
Continental Bounty, and I have now no expectations of obtain- 
ing a Sum from that Quarter for this purpose, which induces 
me to embrace this opportunity by Col° Richardson of request- 
ing that you would as early as possible provide and transmit 
a Sum for this purpose, which with the Continental Bounty, 
would induce many of these men to enter, who otherwise may 
be lost to the State, the Supply of Cloathing promised by the 
State might obviate another Objection. We cannot with pro- 
priety furnish such of these men who decline inlisting, with 
continental Cloathing, and leave such of the Soldiery who are 
engaged for three years and during the War destitute, tho’ as

Dear Sir 

A considerable Detachment consisting of the new levies left 
New-York the beginning of last week. It is believed they 
sailed directly for the West Indies. 

By a letter rec’ from Lord Sterling yesterday morning it 
appears that the Troops on Staten Island are ready to embark 
and only wait for the return of part of their Regiments sent on 
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the late Expedition to Egg Harbour. They are destroying 
their fortification which puts it out of doubt that they do not 
mean to hold that Island this Winter. 

I should be obliged to you Sir to inform me whether the 
State has any cloathing. for their officers. Their wants are 
great and distressing, and unless they are supplied it will be 
out of their power to continue in the Service. Some of them, 
I am told are at this time so circumstanced, that unless they 
have speedy relief it will be impossible for them to do their 
Duty. ‘To purchase out of their pay would leave them penny- 
less for eight months in the year. A Suit of Cloaths will cost 
them seven or eight months pay, and when obtained will not 
last them above five months; in this way many of them have 
spent their patrimonies and unless they can now find some 
resources in the public Benevolence, they must leave a service 
in which they can no longer exist. If there are any measures 
which can be fallen upon, in which I can be of Service I should 
be happy in affording every assistance in my power. Would 
it not be a desirable thing to know the real State of the officers 
by sending some person to Camp for that purpose. The men 
I expect will be provided for; fifteen thousand compleat suits 
I am told are now on the way to camp, and material sufficient 
in hand to cloath the whole Army.

Gentlemen 

I beg leave to lay before you the inclosed Letter from Capt 
Job Garretson of Col? Darby Lux’s Battalion of Militia in Bal- 
timore County and his Certificate of the Service of John Botts 
who was hired asa Substitute in the stead of William Moore 
enrolled as a private in Col? Moale’s Battalion 

When the Enemy came up the Bay in August 1777, the 
Militia in Baltimore County were not classed agreeable to the 
Act of Assembly; it was thought absolutely necessary that a 
considerable Body should be marched with all expedition. It 
was proposed that the officers should ballot for the number 
required to march and Capt. Wilkinson as I was then informed 
personally agreed to the mode and actually drew for himself 
notwithstanding which he refused to march. I therefore 
advised a Substitute should be hired in his stead, and being 
informed that the Company which was to have been com- 
manded by Capt. Wilkinson would willingly march under Capt. 
Garretson and no other Capt. and that Capt. Garretson would 
go for £150 and nothing less, I advised Col? Lux to agree 
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with him for that sum and I have understood that Garretson 
performed the Service much to Col? Lux’s satisfaction who 
commanded the Battalion which marched from Baltimore 
County. 

William Moore I have been informed appealed and was 
discharged by the Court, wherefore John Botts received 
though he well deserved and much wants his Substitute Money.

Sir 

Last year when the Fleet came up I received orders to 
March my Company to Baltimore immediately which I did, 
and all the other officers of Colonell Luxe’s Regiment did so 
likewise; and we were then threw into Eight classes and as 
several of the Commissions issued in one day it was hard to 
know the rank of the different companies. The Colonel then 
applyed to the Council for their instructions how to proceed, 
and as he informed me and the Rest of his Officers they 
thought it best for the whole of them to draw for their Rank, 
which the Captains readily agreed. It was done, and it fell to 
Captain John Standiford to go in the first class, and Captain 
William Wilkinson to go in the second, who ina day or two 
refused to go at any rate; immediately the Officers and Men 
that fell into that Rank refused to March with any of the other 
officers in the Battallion unless I would go with them; the 
Colonel then applied to me to take charge of the Company, 
and as I thought it would not do to let the Countries Cause 
suffer if I could be of service, I agreed to go if Mr. William 
Wilkinson would give me one hundred and Fifty Pounds. 
The Colonel then came with me to your Excellency and it was 
agreed that I should have the aforesaid sum if I would perform 
the duty that Mr. Wilkinson was to do, all which I have done 
as far as lay in my power. A warrant issued to the Sheriff, 
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who neglected to do it till the last August Court, and so it is Original 
that I am kept out of the money. I hope your Excellency will 
be pleased to pay me, as it was at your Request and my 
Colonel’s and to serve my Country that I went.

Conscious of the Variety of Affairs which in Your Station 
Your Excellency are daily perplex’d with, 1 thought it rather 
preposterous & triffling, when I was last in Annapolis to 
trouble you with a detail of a misunderstanding which hap- 
pend here in our State Hospital, and I should even now remain 
Silent about it, if I had not learnt that your Excell: had been 
partly made acquainted therewith by Maj" Nath. Smith though 
I have Reason to apprehend, that the Case has not been so 
fairly represented as it ought, and which induces me to give 
herewith a true State thereof. 

As I have all along continued a Superintending Direction, 
and assisted the Surgeon of the Fort with my Advice, I reco- 
mended, when the Sickly Season came on in Septembr, and 
whena Soldier died at the Fort of a putrid Complaint, that 
the Sick might be remov’d to the Continental Hospital, for a 
short Time, since that was nearly empty, and where Several 
Sailors from the Galleys were allready attended. The Beds 
were orderd to be emptied of the foul Straw. And the Quar- 
ter Master M* Gerock desired to furnish clean Straw. A pre- 
caution which ought frequently to be done 

During this Time I was under a necessity to go down to 
St. Mary’s to amputate Coll. Forrests Thigh, and found at my 
Return that no Straw had been as yet furnish’d, the Quarter 
Master excusd himself that he could not get any Straw the people 
not having threshd as yet but that he expected some from 
Major Smiths Plantation, whose Waggon being then broke 
down, the Major having been applied to, and promised some. 
I could not help reflecting both on the Quarter Master as well 
as on the Major for their Negligence since the Fort barge 
might have brought the Straw with the greatest Ease, the 
Plantation being adjoining the fort on the Water Side. But 
I was greatly surpriz’d when the attending Doctor informd me 
that the Major had taken all the sick away, and mov’d them 
to the Fort, without his knowledge, under pretence of their 
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being maltreated. This being such an unaccountable Step, 
and so general a Charge that it even involvd the Doctor 
as to whose Province this matter chiefly belongd, which 
obligd me to Speak to Major Smith about it and make 
Inquiry if he had any Complaints against the attending 
Surgeon, and finding he had none but accus’d only the 
Quarter Master with respect to Straw and broken Win- 
dows, I thought it necessary to remind him that the broken 
Windows were not a fault because it was Sumer and could be 
mended, and that the Barracks at the fort, had no Windowatall, 
besides that he himself was by me lookd upon a Delinquent 
concerning the Straw & which he probably had forgot. The 
Major however mended this Inconsistency, with another when 
he replied, that he did not think the Comander was obligd to 
furnish Straw to a hospital, and I suppose he was at that Time 
so full of his Command that he did not reflect, that he might 
sell Straw to the Quarter Master for the use of the hospital, 
without derogation to his Comandership, which made this 
Excuse appear as an unbecoming Subterfuge. 

Nevertheless as I am not prone to Cavilling and the Patients 
rather in a mending way; I went down to the Fort to inspect 
the place, the Major had allotted for an hospital, and thought 
proper to give him my opinion with Candour in writing, The 
Copy of which I have herein inclos’d, for Your Excellencys 
Perusal and Opinion, as likewise the Majors answer to me, in 
which his warmth of Temper and ungenerous Expression and 
Ignorance of such matters are so conspicuous, that it cannot 
escape your Excellency’s Penetration. 

I cannot help taking Notice however of an Expression, in 
his Letter, and which I have Reason to presume he has in a 
manner made to Your Excellency, viz, the hospital being like 
a Horse Stable, & I must own, that I must do violence to my- 
self to withhold the Indignation a man must necessarily feel, 
to be thus reflected against, merely to make good their faults 
which have been by the reflector comitted, and I must assure 
Your Excellency that the Hospital was kept neet and clean, 
washd every other Day, as which only and alone constitutes a 
healthy hospital, Straw is only a Convenience, & the Ignorance 
of the Major appears as he himself mentions the appearance 
of a horse stable on Acct of Windows, and want of Straw, & 
which latter was in a great measure his fault. 

Upon the whole as I presume, that the Doctor is the princi- 
pal man in Hospital Affairs & its Direction, and that the 
Quarter Master, is his Assistant, to procure those things which 
the Doctor orders, I do not know what Bussiness the Comander 
has with him at any Rate, except when faults are comitted, 
and then he is to assist, to have those faults remedied in a 
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proper manner, the quarter Master is to receive Orders from Original 
the Doctor for everything he is to furnish in his handwriting 

and have his Acc‘ again acknowledgd & signed before he can 

settle his Affairs. 

As the Doctor prescribes the Diet according to the Nature 
of the Disorder some will receive full Diet, others half Diet, 
some one thing some another and as a Diet is not always 
pleasing to obstrepulous Soldiers they will make Complaints, 
if then the Comander is so weak as to listen to their Com- 
plaints as valid, and so hasty as to conclude without proper 
Inquiry, he will do great mischief I mention this as an Ex- 
ample which has happend, when some sugar was orderd on 
particular occasion, & which being withdrawn when that was 
over it being so disagreable to be deprived of so sweet a 
Thing, that they grumbled and preferrd general Complaints, 
as if they were stinted, whereupon the quarter Master was 
ready to give what they wanted rather then to be exclaimd 
ag* untill I thought it requisite to give him positive Orders 
to the Contrary. Nevertheless such things will gradually 
breed bickerings and at last open Complaints, for want only 
of proper limits in every one’s Department. 

I must humbly beg Your Excellencys Pardon for being to 
prolix. but as the Major has been so eager to procure Your 
Sanction, for his proceeding, it seems to me as if he has some 
Design, more to gratify his obstinacy than to have the real 
good of the Service at heart, even at any Risque, and I| think 
it requisite to expose one of his assertions in his Letter (viz) 
that the Soldiers for so longa Time previous had been so 
healthy at the Fort, though in greater number, which must 
discover a great Irregularity in his Returne since, I have had 
often a much greater Number in the hospital. The Truth of 
the Matter however is, that when Smallwoods Battalion was 
erected we had the Hospital we had a fixt hospital from May 
to the 1st of Decembr, after which I had them attended at the 
Fort and no State hospital was kept till in Sept" following 
when the Council sat in this Town, when the number of Sick 
besides those of the Sailors requird an absolute Hospital then 
another hospital was opend which lasted till March following 
when it was again dissolvd and attendance given at the Fort, 
and it must be noted that all this was done without the Majors 
in the least intermedling, and which shows that what he now 
has cravd Your Excellencys Approbation for is no new thing 
I hereby Subjoin a Return made in that very month, which 
will justify my assertion. 

All I will beg will be that Your Excell. will please if I merit 
a Confidence to be entrusted with the Management of the 
Sick, to direct the Major to consult me in Cases of Sickness 
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of the Soldiers and to follow my Directions in hospital Matters, 
as likewise to desire the quarter Master of the Sick to apply 
to me properly, and I shall be allways glad to concur with the 
Major in any Step for the benefit of the Service in a regular 
manner, And] will with Your permission take the Fort under 
my particular Care, The more so as I have all along contrivd 
a Medical School to bring up young Surgeons for Militairy 
Service, and in which I have the Satisfaction to have allready 
succeeded, instead of such, which after their hardly finish’d 
Apprentiship set up, and act the wise Doctor with all the Ar- 
rogance, at the expence of the patient, and I am apprehensive 
the Majors Ambition does not reach further. I once more 
ask Your Excellencies Pardon for this long Letter and am with 
the greatest Respect

[Dr. Wiesenthal to Maj. Smith.] 
Sir 

I made a Visite to the Fort to examine that Part of the 
Barracks, which you have converted into an hospital and I think 
it will do very well for little triffling Disorders for the Recep- 
tion of Patients when they are first taken ill untill the Doctor 
thinks it requisite to have them movd to a Safer place, but 
Sir the place will by no means do for a regular Hospital, in 
all Cases and at all times. And I am extreemly Sorry, that 
you was so hasty, not only to conclude but actually to remove 
the patients, without even the knowledge, or Advice of the 
Doctor, whose Judgment in a Case like this, of establishing 
an hospital, would be deemed essentially Necessary even by 
the greatest General. 

That the Fort isa very unfit place for an hospital must 
plainly appear even to you, upon mature Reflection because 
a situation Surrounded with Water in itself sickly must in 
Consequence make it more difficult for People allready sick to 
recover. And I beg that you will represent to your mind a 
Danger which you little thought of, 1 mean the impurity of 
the Air, when the Patients are obliged to swallow the Effluvia 
arising from their diseas’d Bodys which on Account of the 
Lowness of the Building can not properly rise and be venti- 
lated, this will inevitably turn slight disorders into putrid and 
dangerous ones, nay in Case any Person should be taken with 
such a Complaint, (as we have had many) he must unavoid- 
ably infest the Rest, nay even the healthy for Instance if Poor 
who lately died had unfortunatly been at that place, it would 
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most probably have furnished a dreadful Lesson of the Truth. 
For these Reasons to avoid any Infection Hospitals have 
generally been established quite out of the Way. and I believe 
you stand single to be so assiduous to place even in the midst 
amongst you. 

I will bring another Consideration to Your Mind. There 
are more Patients besides these at the Fort which have 
Recourse to the hospital. The shipping very often nay allways 
send their sick, as likewise Soldiers take Sick on their march 
to or from Camp there being no Continental hospital have 
Recourse to the State hospital, all which if according to your 
Plan, they must be sent down to the Fort, and crowd the place 
and how much must the Danger be increased or if they are 
not sent down another hospital must be kept with additional 
Expences. Not to mention the unavoidable Inconvenience 
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in furnishing the necessary provisions. Nay I can well foresee . 


the frequent Complaints which would arise against the Attend- 
ance of the Doctor which let him be ever so diligent must 
often admit of such Constructions of Neglect as to expose him 
to an irksome situation. 

Thus Sir have I given myself the Trouble to reason the 
matter with you, at least to attempt to convince you that you 
have exceeded Your Department, and I wish you had rather 
made a proper Inquiry into the Nature of the Quarter Masters 
Deficiency and causd a Remedy. the more so as the Quarter 
Master pacifyd the frequent Remonstrances and Orders 
of the Doctors mentiond your name as from whom he 
expected Straw. the only thing wanting and by so doing every 
thing would have been regular to the great satisfaction of 
Sir Y* most hble Serv'

The necessity of making some inquiry on the Subjects con- 
tained in your Letter of the 10" Decem* and the Reference of 
the Resolutions of the General Assembly to the Marine Com- 
mittee, upon which no Report has yet been made, has deprived 
us of the Honour of answering your Letter so soon as we 
intended 

The Expedition against Florida, always was, and still is, 
in our opinion a dangerous and ruinous project, attended with 
a certain considerable Loss and Expense, without the smallest 
Hope of Success or advantage; And altho’ Congress have not 
re-considered or in any way countermanded their former orders 
and recommendations; yet we think it not improper privately 
and in Confidence to inform you, that there does not appear 
_ to us any hope of Success in prosecuting this Expedition. 

The re-enforcement that we have reason to expect have been 
sent into that Country from the City of New York; the Dist- 
ance and nature of the Country through which the Troops are 
to pass, before they reach St Augustine, the place of action, 
joined to the Resistance they will probably meet with in 
Georgia, and the length of the Blockade (three months at 
least,) which it is said will be absolutely necessary to reduce 
the Garrison, fortify us in the opinion we have formed. By 
this we do not mean to throw impediments in the way to stop 
the Expedition, but simply to express our own apprehensions 
of the Extreme Danger, if not, total Loss of the men and ves- 
sels destined for this Expedition. 

No Measures are as yet taken in this quarter for the supply 
of provisions and other necessaries, they seem to be left to the 
Chapter of Accident and the Commander in chief in the 
Southern Department. 
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Whether the Gallies from Virginia will be in readiness at 
the time expected we cannot certainly determine, but have 
some Reason to believe they will not. 

The Resolutions referred to the Marine Committee have 
not as yet been reported on, as soon as their determinations 
are known we shall take the earliest opportunity of communi- 
cating them to you. 

We were yesterday informed by the Minister of France, 
that he had received the Resolves of the General Assembly 
respecting the Confederation. We have not seen them, nor 
do we know their Contents—Those Resolutions and all others 
of the last Session which your Excellency may deem of a 
public nature, and necessary for us to know, we should be 
happy in having communicated to us.

Dear Sir 

I have recieved your favour of the 18°" December last and 
your Requisitions shall be complied with immediately as I 
recieve intimation of the Arival of the Cash and Clothing in 
Philadelphia from our Delegates. 

It gives me great pleasure that I shall now be enabled to 
secure to my Country such of her nine months men, as are 
disposed to remain in the Service, who otherwise upon being 
discharged might be engaged by other States, and their service 
lost to our own. 

I have since I wrote you on the 1* Ins‘ Inlisted and furlough’d 
near one hundred of them out of my Brigade, who are marched 
in detachments under proper Officers to such parts of the State, 
where it may be most convenient to dismiss them to return to 
their Respective Homes, with Instructions to rendezvous at a 
particular time and place in the spring to be marched to Camp 
under an Officer to join their Regiments respectively 

I shall Continue to engage as many as 1 can, and such who 
do not incline, or whose particular circumstances may not 
Admit of entring the Service at a proper time shall be marched 
in a body under an Officer, who shall be instructed to supply 
Provision on their Rout, and discharge them, in such part of 
the State as may be thought most elligible, to obviate their 
falling thro’ distress and want into the Service of other States 
and being lost to ours, 
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The Construction and Resolution of the present Assembly, 
on the former resolution of the late Assembly respecting the 
powers intended to be vested in Gen' Washington to settle the 
Rank of our Line, will I fear occasion many resignations in 
the Regular and flying Camp Corps, many Officers in both 
now Complain and say they fully understood from the engage- 
ment and promisses of the late Assembly, that it was their 
intention and desire that justice should be done, and for that 
purpose engaged to convey full powers to the General, under 
that impression they agreed to remain in Service ’till their 
Rank was established, expecting as an Introduction to that, 
that the Regular or flying Camp Rank should be established, 
as a General, ruling Principle, to settle the relative Rank of 
Officers in the different Corps, and after that was Adjusted, 
each to rise regularly by an established and invariable Rule, 
from the Antecedent Rank respectively held, adding if that 
was not the Case, why had not the Assembly been more ex- 
plicit, to what purpose was it to createa Confidence in them, 
that full powers were to be conveyed to the General to do 
Iustice in such Instances, where undue promotions had been 
made, Particularly when lun" Officers of the same degrees 
with Sen’ were promoted above them a Grade higher than the 
Rank they respectively held in 1776 and their Seniours still 
remaining under the present establishment to this day in the 
Rank they held in 1776 tho’ their lun® at that Time, have ever 
since stood and by the present Resolution must remain a 
degree higher, of which there are many Instances in the Rela- 
tive Rank between Officers in the flying Camp Viz. Iun™ Cap‘ 
in 1776 Promoted over Senior to Majorities, the Sen’ standing 
now in the same degree they then held, and Iun™ Lieu‘ over 
Sen™ to Captaincies, in like manner Iun™ Ensigns over Sen™ 
to Lieutenancies and in one or more Instances to Captaincies 
over all the first & Second Lieut* 

There are Similar cases in the regular Line, but the Instan- 
ces there, are much less frequent than in the flying Camp. The 
injured Officers justly urge on each side of the Question, that 
the Establishment of the Regular or flying Camp Rank was 
not so much an Object of their apprehension and disgust, as 
the Partial and undue Promotions, which if the Assembly 
determined not to convey powers to alter, why did they not 
declare it as this was the principal objection, and the only 
one which the Officers would not wave as will appear from 
their Letter to the Assembly, and the Letter from the Senate 
to the Gen! clearly indicates that such powers were meant to 
be conveyed, if the late Assembly had explicitly declared other- 
ways, as they probably would and ought to have done if they 
meant it, they could not have expected to have retained one 
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of those Officers, or that they would have come out under any 
other Confidence, than that they understood full powers were 
to be given to fix the General Principle of Rank between the 
Corps, and after that was laid to Alter undue Promotions, as 
they must have been conscious the latter was an Object which 
the Officers could not get over, who now Complain doubly of 
the breach of Confidence after so long a Service, which they 
now declare they would not have remained a day in, under 
such glaring Acts of Partiality 

The Brevet Officers Complain of no reserve being made for 
them who are intitled upon every Military Principle, but under 
the present Construction and Resolution they must Suffer with 
the others in the above recited Instances what the event will 
be I don’t know but I dread the Consequences and fear their 
Effects will be too soon felt upon Gen' Washingtons return 
from Philad? for experience thus far has taught me that such a 
number of season’d brave Officers, who have mostly had three 
years experience and Actual Service will be no inconsiderable 
loss, out of the Line of the troops of any State upon the 
Continent 

I have inclosed you a return of the State of my Brigade, and 
shou’d have transmitted a Similar one of the Maryland Division, 
could it have been Obtained, but it is not now under my 
Command :

Congress have not yet laid down any permanent Principle to 
ascertain each State’s Proportion of Men and Money: what is 
suggested on this subject in the Articles of Confederation is 
not compleated and therefore could not be adopted. The late 
apportionment of Monies was made according to Principles 
which originally obtained that is according to the number 
of Souls in each State as ascertained by Estimates formerly 
furnished by the Delegates. 

But even this mode was not strictly attended to: Rhode 
Island & New York being invaded were unable to pay the 
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whole of their Proportion and Georgia for the like Cause not Original. 
able to pay any Money at all: the Deficiency of these States 

was thrown on the rest tho’ not in equal Dividends some of 

the States having taken upon themselves more than their Pro- 
portion, induced by the Idea that they can contribute to such 

their Debt with more Facility while they abound in Paper 
Emissions than when the Quantity is reduced and our Currency 
appreciated: Part of this Deficiency has been imposed on 
Maryland, but less than her Proportion of it. 

Congress having adopted a temporary trade of apportion- 
ment and not intending to conclude the States by it have to 
prevent Injury from unequal assessments resolved that all the 
sums of Money which the States are called on to raise shall be 
placed to their respective Credits on Interest. When the Rule 
therefore of apportionment comes to be established such States 
who shall be found to have advanced beyond their annual 
Quota will be compensated by Interest on such Advances.

Head Quarters Middle Brook, 3" April 1779 
Sir 

I have been honored with yours of the 26" March inclosing 
a Resolve of the House of Delegates for the incorporation of 
parts of the German Battalion and Rifle Corps into a Regi- 
ment, and another for forwarding the recruiting service. I 
also at the same time received from the president of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Delegates two Resolves—one 
empowering me fully to settle the Rank of the Officers of the 
Maryland line, the other allowing half pay for life to such 
Officers as shall remain in service during the War. 

By an allotment of the quota of troops to be raised by each 
State, made by Congress the 26" Feb” 1778, the German Bat- 
talion was wholly attached to the State of Maryland and con- 
sidered as her Regt since which it hath done duty in that line. 
Had not this been the case, the incorporation of such parts of 
that Regiment and Rifle Corps as are deemed properly to be- 
long to Maryland would still be attended with the greatest 
inconveniences, particularly in regard to reconciling the Ranks 
of the Officers, Col° Rawlins and most of his being elder than 
Col? Weltner and those of the German would supersede them 
upon incorporation. 

Indeed Col°? Weltner would not only be superseded, but he 
must be supernumerary. In short, the difficulties attending 
the measure recommended are more than can be conceived, 
and I am convinced by experience that it cannot be carried 
into execution without totally deranging the German Regiment. 

In January last, Congress, to make some provision for Col® 
Rawlins and his Officers, resolved that he should increase his 
remaining men (who are not more than 70 or 80) to three 
Companies to be commanded by him as a separate Corps. 
The times of most of the old men are near expiring and 
whether they will reinlist I cannot say. 

I entertain a very high opinion of the merits of Col? Rawlins 
and his Officers, and have interested myself much in their be- 
half. It is to be regretted that they were not provided for in 
the States to which they belong, when the Army was new 
modelled in 1776, but as they were not, after a variety of 
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Original plans had been thought of that above mentioned was esteemed 
the most eligible, and indeed the only one that could be ac- 
cepted, as the introduction of those Gentlemen into the line 
would have been impracticable. : 

I have, agreeable to the powers vested in me, appointed a 
Board of General Officers to take into consideration and re- 
port to me the rank of the Maryland line. I do not imagine 
that it will be possible to give general satisfaction, but I am 
convinced that the Gentlemen who have the Business in hand 
will pay the strictest attention to the claims of all parties, and 
give the most disinterested decision. 

Whatever that decision may be, I hope it may be considered 
by the State as definitive, and that they will not in future pay 
any regard to the importunities of those who may be discon- 
tented with the arrangement which is about to be made. 

I have sent off as many Officers as can possibly be spared 
with recruiting Serjeants, Drums and Fifes. They are directed 
to report to your Excellency for instructions and money. I 
have but one matter to recommend which is, that the Officers 
be ordered in the most express manner not to enlist any Brit- 
ish Deserter under the penalty of being obliged to refund the 
Bounty, as the Recruit, upon being discovered to be a Deserter, 
will be dismissed the Service. These people not only de- 
bauch our other troops, but are sure to desert again to the 
enemy upon the appearance of an offer of pardon, or any the 
least encouragement, and more than probable carry others 
with them.

You will be frequently advised of the 
Situation of Things and therefore may, on a Change of Circum- 
stances so likely to happen, be able to do what is proper 
before you can advise us. As Things now appear to us, we 
think it would be well for Col® Barrett to draw out a Com- 
pany, for a Month from his Battalion and that about sixty Men 
should be drawn out from your County Militia below, for the 
same Time; Barrett’s Battalion renewing their Number from 
Time to Time, whilst necessary and, if it should be necessary, 
to replace the sixty Men, then to draw them below: if you think 
this Number necessary, we desire and empower you to give 
the necessary Orders accordingly or to order any less Number 
that you may think sufficient.

We should have sent by Co! Hyde a larger Sum than five 
hundred Thousand Dollars had not the Demands on the 
Treasury been so pressing and of such a nature as to render 
it impossible. We have now a Warrant for the further Sum 
of eight hundred Thousand Dollars, the greater part of which 
if not the whole, we expect to send forward to you in the 
course of this week. This supply we hope will enable your 
Excellency to prosecute with success, the purchase of flour for 
the Army. 

General Washington at this time stands in need of heavy 
Cannon, for the further Defence of the North River, and 
the necessity of being immediately supplied with at least 
five pieces, has induced Congress to apply to our State, for 
such Cannon as can be spared either on Loan or purchase, at 
the Election of the General Assembly. Under the circum- 
stances of this case, and knowing the necessity, we cannot 
suppose the General Assembly (if you have not power all 
ready) can have any objections against granting the request 
of Congress. 

If you should lend the Cannon, M* Hughes who has now 
contracted with Congress for a considerable Number, will be 
directed to send to Annapolis or such place as you may direct, 
the like number and weight of metal, with those that shall be 
lent by the State. 

Your Letter of the 30 Ap! does not clearly express in 
what way the Emissions of May and Ap! came into the State 
Treasuries. If by Taxes for the Continent, there can be no 
doubt but you may send, as soon as it is convenient, the several 
Sums in these Bills to the Continental Treasury; for the 
Resolves of Congress are express that they shall be received 
for Debts and Taxes into the continental Treasury and into 
the State Treasury for continental Taxes untill the first June. 
If they came in on any other ground than for a continental 
Tax, (altho not strictly within the Resolves of Congress), yet 
we think the state may, and we are of opinion you ought or it 
will be advantageous to the State, to consider them as brought 
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in, in that light; and when the continental Tax is actually raised Original 
you may then reimburse the State Treasuries. Congress as 
they have no Authority, so they never will enquire into the 
manner by which the State has raised her quota. If however 
the Emissions alluded to above, were not expressly levied for 
Continental Taxes, and you do not, as we conceive you may, 
consider them in that light, no way is open but to throw them 
into the Loan office, either on Loan or to be exchanged, the 
former of these Alternatives we do not approve of and the 
latter will deprive the State of the use of the money for some 
time, 

M’ Harwood’s power as a continental Loan Officer extends 
no further than to receive these Emissions either on loan or to 
be exchanged, we therefore think he did right in not receiving 
them in the way you proposed to him. 

Enclosed you have Extracts of Letters from the General 
they were received yesterday and will be sent by the president 
to you, but least his Copy should miscarry, we have thought it 
proper to send you the one enclosed their Destination is not 
known. 

To rescue the Troops of Burgoyne may possibly be part of 
their object, tho the prevailing opinion is, that their main 
design is further South.

General Vaughan & Leslie are supposed to take the command. 

They were to embark this day, and the fleet to sail on their 
voyage immediately” 

I also transmit an extract of a letter of the same date from 
Lt. Cole Ford on Command at Shrewsbury—“ Twenty seven 
square rigged Vessels of the Enemy’s fleet and twelve or 
fourteen sloops & schooners put to sea this evening. They 
steered a south east course till they got out of sight. By a 
person from New York who was a prisoner I am informed 
that the report there was that between 6 & 7000 troops were 
embarked. He sailed in company with them from New York 
to the watering place—saw a number of light horse on board, 
and that the fleet was very full of Men—that the destination 
was a secret, the officers appeared anxious to know—that their 
conjectures were various about it. Some talked of Georgia, 
Some of Maryland, and others of Rhode Island.” 

From these several accounts and the particularity with which 
they are related, there can be no doubt but that a body of 
troops have imbarked and sailed. What their number is 
cannot be ascertained, but even according to the lowest 
estimate, which from a consideration of the fleet and many 
other circumstances I should suppose to be as high as it 
possibly can be and to exceed their real amount it is formidable. 
I wish the West Indies may be their object, but from their 
having horse and other considerations it is to be feared their 
operations will be on our Southern continent 

Your Excellency will be pleased to receive a copy of the 
report by the Gentlemen appointed on our part to negotiate a 
Cartel for the general exchange of prisoners or an agreement 
for a more partial relief.

Reports, how far can they be depended on, we do not know;

their way to South Quay, they have got a great Number of 
Negroes & have behaved with great Cruelty. It is conjec- 
tured in Virginia that they design to visit this Place & Balt® as 
soon as the work is done or they are drove off in Virginia. 
We imagine the Head of Elk is as much an Object as either 
Balt° or Annapolis In our situation where nothing is wanted 
in all Probability to secure us against 2500 Men but Arms, 
we cannot but remember how we have stripped ourselves of 
our Arms for the Support of the common Cause and the little 
Attention thathas been paid to our Request to return them;

Sir; 

The situation of our affairs at this period appears to me 
peculiarly critical, and this I flatter myself will apologise for 
that anxiety which impels me to take the liberty of addressing 
you on the present occasion. 

The State of the army in particular is alarming on several 
accounts that of its numbers is not among the least. Our 
battalions are exceedingly reduced, not only from the natural 
decay incident to the best composed armies; but from the ex- 
piration of the term of service for which a large proportion of 
the men were engaged. The measures hitherto taken to re- 
place them so far as has come to my knowledge have been at- 
tended with very partial success; and I am ignorant of any 
others in contemplation that afford a better prospect. A 
reinforcement expected from Virginia, consisting of new levies 
and reinlisted men is necessarily ordered to the Southward. 

Not far short of one third of our whole force must be de- 
tached on a service undertaken by the direction of Congress 
and essential in itself. I shall only say of what remains, that 
when it is compared with the force of the enemy now actually 
at New York and Rhode Island, with the addition of the suc- 
cours, they will in all probability receive from England, at the 
lowest computation it will be found to justify very serious ap- 
prehensions and to demand the zealous attention of the differ- 
ent legislatures 

When we consider the rapid decline of our currency the 
general temper of the times the disaffection of a great part of 
the people, the lethargy that overspreads the rest, the increas- 
ing danger to the Southern States we cannot but dread 
the consequences of any misfortune in this quarter; and must 
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Original feel the impolicy of trusting our security to a want of activity 
and enterprise in the enemy. 

An expectation of peace and an opinion of the Enemy’s in- 
ability to send more troops to this country, I fear, have had too 
powerful an influence in our affairs. 1have never heard any 
thing conclusive to authorise the former, and present appear- 
ances are in my opinion against it. The accounts we receive 
from Europe uniformly announce vigorous preparations to con- 
tinue the war, at least another campaign. The debates and 
proceedings in Parliament wear this complexion. The public 
papers speak confidently of large reinforcements destined for 
America. The minister in his speech asserts positively that re- 
inforcements will be sent over to Sir Henry Clinton; though he 
acknowledges the future plan of the war will be less extensive 
than the past. Let it be supposed, that the intended succours 
will not exceed five thousand men. This will give the enemy 
a superiority very dangerous to our safety, if their strength be 
properly exerted, and our situation is not materially altered 
for the better. 

These considerations and many more that might be sug- 
gested point to the necessity of immediate and decisive exer- 
tions to complete our battalions and to make our military force 
more respectable. I thought it my duty to give an idea of its 
true state and to urge the attention of the States to a matter 
in which their safety and happiness are so deeply interested. 
I hope a concern for the public good will be admitted as the 
motive and excuse of my importunity. 

There is one point which I beg leave to mention also. The 
want of system, which has prevailed in the clothiers depart- 
ment has been the source of innumerable evils, defective sup- 
plies, irregular and unequal issues great waste loss and expence 
to the public general dissatisfaction in the army, much confusion 
and perplexity, an additional load of business to the officers 
commanding make but a part of them. I have for a long time 
past most ardently desired to see a reformation. 

Congress by a resolve of the 23° of March has established 
an ordinance for regulating this department. According to 
this, there is a sub or State Clothier to be appointed by each 
State. I know not what instructions may have been given 
relative to these appointments; but, if the matter now rests 
with the particular States, I take the liberty to press their 
execution without loss of time. The Service suffers amazingly 
from the disorder in this department, and the regulations for 
it cannot be too soon carried into effect.

I am very sorry that any Man should be brought into Diffi- 
culties by his Promptitude to serve the Public; you need not 
appologise for shewing my Letters, to clear up your Brother’s 
Conduct with respect to the Flour purchased by M* Gilpin of 
M* May, or that sent forward to Philad* by you, under the 
request of the Council & myself. You are as welcome as 
justifiable in making use of any Thing from me, to clear up 
the Truth and serve the Purposes of Justice; I shall take the 
same Freedom, whenever necessary, with any Letters in my 
Power, without thinking I do amiss and now inclose you a 
Letter of the Honble Governieur Morris to our Delegates 
which they inclosed to us and was to govern us, with Regard 
to the Purchase & Disposition of the Flour. Presuming that 
the Flour was to supply the Army ’til Harvest, the Council and 
I had given general Directions to the Purchasers to forward 
it to the Head of Elk, that it might be sent forward for that 
Purpose, but on the Receipt of that Letter we wrote you the 
26" April pressing you to exert yourself to dispatch the 
Carriage and gave correspondent Orders, a few Days before 
& after to the Purchasers. ‘The Letter strongly conveys the 
Idea of its being desirable, indeed necessary to have the Flour 
in Philadelphia as soon as possible. I also send you a Copy 
of M* Morris’s Letter of the 21't of April received so late as 
the 30". The very Day of Receipt of it we wrote Letters to 
all the principal Purchasers, countermanding the former Orders 
and directing the Flour to be lodged at Landings on this Bay, 
as requested, except that which lay between the Head of Elk, 
which we desired to continue in the Mills, ready to be carried 
to Landings on either Bay. We did not imagine the counter- 
manding Orders could possibly prevent, totally, the Effect ofthe 
first, which were in a Way of Execution. Mr’ Reisberg writes 
me,11™ May, “Col°® Hollingsworth D. Q. M. G. of Head of Elk 
was in Town last week, informing me you had requested him 
to take Charge of the Flour purchased by the Commissaries in 
your State; I beg Leave to mention that we have an Assist. 
Comm?’ at that Post and that it would be in a proper Line for 
him to receive the same or any other Kind of Provisions.” It 
was improper to put the Flour in that Line, after the Receipt 
of M" Morris’s Letter. Mess® Reisberg & White were here 
the other Day, they seemed desirous that Part, at least, of the 
Flour purchased by the Gent of our Appointm' should 
be delivered over to the Comm’: but the Matter was 
explained to them, that M* Morris’s Order was necessary. 
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We have lately directed, that such Flour as was in Danger c.c. 
shou’d be carried to Christeen and have wrote to M* Morris to 
give Orders, as to the Disposition of it; we had given these 
Orders before the Receipt of a Letter from the Board of War, 
which recommended the Removal of all Stores which lay in 
unsecure Places. I have been thus particular to shew that 
from the Variety of Orders given, none of them can reason- 
ably be expected to have been punctually & systematically 
executed, the prior being in Execution after the posterior had 
been given in Philadelphia and before they could possibly go 
through our Hands and reach those who we employ. I am 
much surprized that there should be any Doubt of Part of the 
Flour having been purchased by M’ Gilpin, because M* Morris 
mentioned, as an Irregularity, one of our Purchasers having 
bought Flour in Philad*, I have already accounted to him for 
the Rise of the Flour, on much truer Principles than the injur- 
ious Suspicion that it is owing to the bad Conduct of our Pur- 
chasers. I would advise you and M’ Gilpin to take the Aff- 
davits of such Persons as are acquainted with the Facts or 
rather, if you can get them, to go with you to Philad*; the most 
that can be made of Mr’ Gilpin’s Conduct, in purchasing May’s 
Flour, a Part of which was in Philad? is, that as to such Part, 
the Purchase was irregular which yet does not appear so clear 
to me, and if that and the Flour you sent to Philad* under our 
Orders, has occasioned your Brother’s present Trouble, I can- 
not but think those who have treated him as you represent, 
will be sorry they have proceeded to such Lengths on an ill 
founded Suspicion. Iam not acquainted with M* Gov’ Morris; 
but I would have you lay this Matter before him, his Rank and 
Character induce me to think he will contribute all he can to 
discover the Truth and prevent your Brother’s Suffering for 
receiving the Flour when no Body else would. As to its being 
the Loss of the State, I have no Idea of it, it was purchased 
for the Continent and I have no Doubt but every Body 
who has had any Thing to do with it, has acted as they 
thought most to the Interest of the Cont". You would do well 
to identify the Flour, to prevent Suspicions of giving a false 
Colouring to any. I hardly know what to say as to the future, 
its being removed or not, ought to depend on the Fleet’s 
being gone out of the Bay or not, we have contrary Reports

We had the Honor of receiving, Yesterday Evening, your 
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two Letters of the Eighth. From your Residence amongst us c. c. 
and the Knowlege you have thence acquired of our internal 
Affairs, you must have observed that very Little is left in the 
Will or Discretion of the Executive Branch. The Govern- 
ment can neither command or prohibit, contrary to the General 
Laws, or where they are deficient. Those who enter on Board 
French Vessels, undoubtedly ought to fulfil their Contracts 
and it consists with moral Fitness as well as Policy, that every 
necessary Measure should be taken to compel them. Desirous 
of contributing all in our Power to the End, which we wish we 
could fully accomplish, we inclose you Letters to the Ferry 
Keepers at Susquehanna and Patapsco, which we request you 
will be pleased to forward with the printed Passports you 
propose to leave at those Places. Though our Letters are not 
compulsory, we flatter ourselves that they will not be alto- 
gether without Effect. The Regulation which subsists amongst 
us with respect to the accused, though acquitted, being bur- 
thened with the Expences of Prosecution against him in some 
Instances inflicts a great Hardship, but those Instances are not 
so common as we should be apt to conclude on a superficial 
View of this Subject, for though the Acquital stands as a 
Criterion of the Party’s being innocent of the Crime charged, 
that Rule does not in Fact hold true universally, and, before a 
Prosecution can be begun at all, there must arise from Facts 
proved on Oath, a strong Presumption of Guilt, and if the 
accused Person is not guilty to the Extent of the Charge, he 
has generally conducted himself so immorally or imprudently 
that the Punishment of paying the Expences is not out of due 
Proportion to his Fault. However Sir, as you are much 
interested in Favour of Joubert, we write to the Officer 
requesting his Discharge, expecting the Assembly had rather 
the Public should defray this small expence than that any 
Uneasiness should take Place in a Matter of such small 
consequence in itself, it will naturally bring the Consideration 
of the Subject in general before the Legislature and the 
Result will necessarily be the Rule in the Future. Of much 
more concern to us is the Subject of your second Letter, 
and we flatter ourselves that no Words are necessary to 
convince you of it. The Galley belonging to this State is 
fitted out, in great Part, at the Expence of it and for the sole 
Purpose of protecting the Trade to and from this Bay, the 
Efforts of the Merchants in Baltimore were in Aid of ours; the 
principal Officers were, by our Permission, proposed by them 
& approved & commissioned by us, as the Officers of this 
State: they were so on the former Cruise. No Instructions 
have been given by this Government for the Conduct of its 


Officers or Subjects, towards the Ships of War of his most 
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Christian Majesty, or the Private Ships of his Subjects; these 
Facts Sir, being generally known, the necessary Inference 
must be, as the truth really is, that any such Event as you 
complain of, was as unexpected to us as yourself, so that 
nothing of this Accident can possibly be imputed to the 
Government. Considering this Fact simply in the Light you 
view it, as an injustifiable Firing of a private Vessel on a 
private Vessel of the Subjects of his most Christian Majesty, 
and, if it was added, that it was done with the Intention of 
Insult & Injury, nothing in our Power remains undone since 
the Officer who commanded on Board, is committed to Jail 
and is in a Course of legal Prosecution. Whether the private 
Ships of either Nation are to make any Acknowledgement of 
of Respect to the Ships of War of the other, on their occa- 
sionally meeting with each other in the Parts of the other Power, 
is a Matter out of our Way to determine on, if at all, we 
imagine that between Independent Powers, they ought to be 
mutual, not Acknowlegements of Superiority but of Respect 
only. The Supreme Powers, of the two Nations, we apprehend 
are only competent to regulate where it may be demanded and, 
ifit might tend in any Degree to promote the Common Inter- 
ests of the two Countries we wish it done. It has hitherto 
been our constant Endeavour to promote and confirm a good 
Understanding between the two Countries and we flatter our- 
selves, that you'll do us the Justice to believe we shall 
chearfully embrace every Opportunity to evince with what

The Enemy have looked at Fort Arnold, & fell down the 
River 40 miles, to Kings Ferry, and are Fortifying on both 
sides of the River. It is said that the Reasonable a 64 
exchanged some Shot with the Fort, and that she was dismasted. 
It is a misfortune to the States, that Congress had not recom- 
mended the recruiting Service at the beginning of the year. 
Charles was always a spirited County and I am pleased, that 
it still continues its elections. 

Crops are very promissing throughout the Continent, and 
could our Money be prevented from further depreciation, we 
should have nothing to fear; but if it continues, God only 
knows what will be the contingent event. The States have it 
in their power to apreciate it something, but there are so 
many speculating individuals, that will counteract every public 
measure, that I dispair of the wished for success. Could we

Chambers, by the 2¢ Sect. of the 20" Chap. of Feby 
Session 1777, is guilty of Treason and so are those who have 
afforded him any Aid or Comfort, or have given him any 
Intelligence of the warlike Preparations or Designs of 
the United States or any of them. Wilmer’s Deposition 
ought to have been more circumstantial, it does not mention 
how or in what Manner he was privy: his bare Concealment 
of the Treason of those who aided or comforted Chalmers, 
will bring him within the 3° Sect. of the Act, and we think you 
ought to bind him over to the General Court. This Matter was 
no further before us than on a Letter from M* Wilmer, desir- 
ing Sluby might be secured, and that he would impeach him 
of Treason, to which we immediately gave an Answer, advis- 
ing him that an Oath was necessary previous to a Warrant’s 
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issuing ; that any Magistrate was competent to administer the c.c. 
Oath and issue a Warrant, and that if he knew of Sluby’s 
being guilty of High Treason, it was a Duty he undoubtedly 
owed the Public, to apply to a Magistrate immediately to have 
him secured; that Letter, shewed to you, would have let you 
pretty well into our Sentiments.

Excellency on the 22° of May, I took the liberty to mention 
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the inconveniences which had prevailed for want of System in original 
the Cloathing department, and the necessity there was for an 
early appointment of State or Sub Cloathiers agreable to the 
Ordinance established by Congress, by their Act of the 23° of 
March, with which I presumed Your Excellency had been 
made acquainted. I am now under the necessity of troubling 
you with a farther address, upon the subject of Cloathing 
itself. From the best information I have been able to obtain, 
both from Returns and particular inquiries, I fear there is but 
too much reason to apprehend, that unless the Respective 
States interpose with their exertions, our supplies of this 
essential Article will be very deficient; and that the Troops 
may again experience on this account, a part of those dis- 
tresses, which were so severely and injuriously felt in past 
stages of the war; and which a regard to the interests of the 
States as well as to the duties of humanity, should prevent, if 
it be practicable. I donot know exactly how matters will turn 
out with respect to Woollen Cloathing, I should hope tolerably 
well, but if the attention of the State should even go to this, 
there will be little probability of our having an over supply; But 
the Articles to which I would take the liberty to solicit Your 
Excellency’s more particular attention, are Blankets, shirts, 
Shoes & Hats (more especially the two first) as our prospect 
of these is by no means pleasing and such indeed as decides, 
that the supply from the Continental Cloathiers and Agents 
will fall far short, or at least stand upon too critical and pre- 
carious a footing. The importance and advantages of good 
supplies of Cloathing are evident and they have been most re- 
markably and happily demonstrated in the health of the Troops, 
since they have been pretty comfortably provided for in this 
instance; a circumstance of all others the most interesting. 
While I am on the subject of these things I would also beg 
leave to add, that the condition of the Officers in this respect, 
appears to me to require the attention of their States. It is 
really in many instances painfully distressing. ‘The want of 
necessaries and of the means of procuring them, at the present 
exorbitant prices, has compelled a great many Officers of good 
reputation and merit to resign their Commissions; and if they 
are not relieved, it must be the case with many Others, as they 
will have no alternative.

Sir 

I have the honor to inclose your Excellency a list of sundry 
Officers belonging to your State who have been in captivity 
and are reported by the Commissary of Prisoners as violators 
of parole. A conduct of this kind so ignominious to the 
individuals themselves so dishonorable to their Country and 
to the service in which they have been engaged and so 
injurious to those Gentlemen who were associated with them 
in misfortune, but preserved their honor, demands that 
every measure should be taken to deprive them of the 
benefit of their delinquency and to compel their return. We 
have pledged ourselves to the enemy to do every thing in our 
power for this purpose and in consequence I directed M* 
Beatty Commissary of Prisoners to issue the summons, which 
you will probably have seen in the public papers. But as it is 
likely to have a very partial operation, I find it necessary in 
aid of it to request the interposition of the executive powers of 
the different States to enforce a compliance. Most of these 
persons never having been and none of them now being in 
Continental service, military authority will hardly be sufficient 
to oblige them to leave their places of residence and return 
to captivity against their inclination: Neither will it be difficult 
for them to elude a military search and keep themselves in 
concealment. I must therefore intreat that your Excellency 
will be pleased to take such measures as shall appear to you 
proper and effectual to produce their immediate return. This 
will be rendering an essential service to our Officers in general 
in captivity, will tend much to remove the difficulties which 
now lie in the way of exchanges, and to discourage the practice 
of violating paroles in future.

This covers a Copy of our Letter of the 17" of last Month 
and its Enclosure, sent you by Lit Hardman to which we have 
not had the Pleasure of receiving any Answer. Since M* 
Randall’s Return we hada Letter from the Cloathier General, 
desiring us to furnish what Cloathing we can; we also lately 
rec’ a Letter from his Ex’ Gen' Washington and a Day or two 
ago, Resolutions of Congress on the same Subject. As the 
general Expectation was, that the Army was and would be 
fully provided with Cloathing, by the Means adopted by 
Congress, our Assembly made no Provisions in their last Ses- 
sion, for our Troops and it is now impossible to have a Session 
in Time to provide for this Occasion, wherefore we have re- 
solved to procure what Cloathing we can, though we fear it may 
be short of what may be absolutely necessary, relying that the 
next Assembly will approve a Measure so essential to the 
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- Health and Comfort of our Soldiers, though not strictly war- 


ranted by Law. We have by us about 300 Cloth Coats though 
in no Degree corresponding with your Uniform: them we in- 
tend to send, unless you advise us they will not be useful. We 
hope to get Cloth for 2000 Overalls and as many Waistcoats, 
blue, brown and white, ’tis impossible to get a sufficient 
Quantity of white for thatnumber. We willendeavour, & hope 
to get 1500 or 2000 Hats; we shall endeavour to get 6000 
Shirts, perhaps we may get two or 3000. We shall get what 
Stockings we well can, perhaps 1500 or 2000 Pair. We have 
Leather enough belonging to the State to make nearly 
6000 Pair of Shoes, we may probably get 3000 Pair made and 
delivered from Time to Time to M’ Randall, by Christmass, 
and we wish, as soon as they can be spared, you would send 
us, from the Maryland Troops, 12 or 18 good Shoemakers with 
a good Sergeant, they might stay here this Winter, draw their 
Rationsand be fully employed in making Shoes for our Division. 
We have no Prospect of getting any Number of Blankets ; what 
could have been got here, have been, as most other suitable 
Articles, purchased by Continental Agents. We have thus

Head Quarters West point 4 Octob 1779 
Sir 

I had the honor of receiveing your Excellencys Letters of 
the 26" & 27 Ultimo at half after twelve O’Clock yesterday. 
Immediately upon the Receipt of it, ] set about concerting the 
measures necessary for a cooperation with his Excellency the 
Count D Estaing agreeable to the powers vested in me by the 
Resolve of Congress of the 26" Ult° 

I have called upon the State of Massachusetts for 2000 
Militia Connecticut for 4000 New York for 2500, New Jersey 
for 2000 and Pennsylvania for 1500, the last is below the 
Quota that she ought to furnish, in proportion to her 
strength, but I was induced to make a requisition of that 
number only, upon a consideration, that we shall be obliged 
to call largely upon that State for the means of transportation 
of provisions and supplies of all kinds, I have also taken the 
- liberty, to press the States above mentioned to use the most 
vigorous exertions in procuring supplies of provisions 
especially of Flour, for the want of which, I fear we shall 
be much embarrassed, should we draw such a head of men to- 
gether as will be necessary to give our operations a tolerable 
prospect of success. 

I have not heard from Gen! Sullivan but by report since the 
30" August, I have however dispatched an Express to him 
(upon a supposition that he has compleated the object of his 
expedition and is upon his return) desiring him to hasten his 
march, and directing him to leave as few Men as he possibly 
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Copy can in the frontier Garrisons, I have also wrote to Gen!’ Gates 
desiring him to hold all the Continental troops under his 
command ready to march this way, should the Count D 
Estaing, upon settling a plan of operations determine upon an 
attempt against New York. But there is a possibility that he 
may, upon being made acquainted with the numbers and 
situation of the enemy prefer an attack upon Rhode Island, I 
have desired Gen! Gates to be looking towards and preparing 
for such an event, I had, upon the first report of the Counts 
standing towards this Coast,stationed Major Leein Monmouth 
with a letter for him, to be carried on board upon his first 
appearance in which, I informed him of the enemys force by 
Sea & Land, their position at that time, and pointed out to 
him the measures which I thought it would be most advanta- 
gious for him to pursue upon his arrival I am preparing fresh 
letters for him, in which, I shallinform him fully of all posterior 
Events, and the measures] am taking fora cooperation. Iam 
also engaging and sending down proper pilots to him. 

I have taken the liberty to countermand the march of Col 
Clarke with the two Regiments of North Carolina, upon a 
presumption, that from the favorable aspect of affairs to the 
Southward, I shall stand justifiable for such a measure 

I observe by a Resolve of Congress lately transmitted to 
me, that three of the Continental Frigates were ordered to 
South Carolina. I do not know the views of Congress in 
making this disposition but should they have no particular 
object in contemplation I would venture to recommend their 
being ordered to join the Counts Fleet, which in my opinion 
woud be much benefitted by an additional number of Frigates, 
especially for the Navigation of the North River and the Sound. 
I think it would be also well, should the Marine Committee be 
directed to turn their attention to the transportation of Flour 
from the Delaware and Chesapeak by Water, Should we 
obtain the command of the Sea, Vessels may, without the least 
danger, be introduced into the Hook, thence to Amboy, from 
whence their Cargoes may be easily conveyed in Boats to 
Newark Bay, or should some of them run round into the 
Sound, it would be equally, nay more convenient Should we 
operate to the Eastward, measures of this kind will be indis- 
pensibly necessary, as the length and difficulty of Land Carri- 
age will render the support of any considerable Body of Men 
almost impossible. 

The Wheat of Maryland being in more forwardness for 
grinding than any other, I could wish that Governor Johnson 
may be requested to push the purchases within that State. 
The Commissary General gives the fullest encouragement on 
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the score of Beef, but of Flour he continues to express his Copy 
fears

There seems to be no Prospect of an End to 
your Embarrassments in purchasing with Money since Phila- 
delphia has broke loose and the Expectation of the Embargoe 
being taken off in Pennsylvania has spread itself, there can be 
no Hope of purchasing at the limited Prices. We wrote M" 
Smith last Sunday, which we presume he has communicated 
to you, advising that the Continental and, if any, the French 
Salt should be immediately exchanged for Wheat and Flour.
